The Board of Criminal Justice Services (Board) proposes to amend itegraini
regulations for jailers, courthouse and courtroom security officers andspreeering officers.

Specifically, the Board proposes to:

= Define “Committee on Training” and amend the definition for “Compulsory Minimum
Training Standards” to make it clear that these standards are approved by theét€&om

on Training,

= Add information to these regulations that will direct interested parties twthplete
training standards guidelines on the Department of Criminal Justice&e(idCJS)

website and

= Eliminate references to performance outcomes in these regulations bibegumse now

in DCJS guidelines and are subject to annual change.

Result of Analysis

Benefits likely outweigh costs for all proposed regulatory changes.

Estimated Economic Impact

Current regulations do not include a definition for “Committee on Training” and list the
Board as the entity that sets compulsory minimum training standards. Sinoentinétee on
training actually sets these standards, The Board proposes to define ‘t@@mmaniTraining”
and revise the definition of compulsory minimum training standards to specith¢hat
committee on training sets these standards. No individual is likely to incursedreasts on
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account of these changes. To the extent that current regulatory languagescoutdated
information about who sets training standards, these proposed changes will providefii@be

clarity.

Current regulations explicitly enumerate performance outcomes on such ®pics a
professionalism, basic law and jail operations. This means that policy geglslich as a
requirement to “maintain a professional appearance with respect to clothing, rgycordi
equipment” are in current regulations. Because these performance outcepelscsr
statements and are subject to annual change, the Board proposes to strike thes&om t
regulations and, instead promulgate regulatory language that directsteteparties to a
complete list of performance outcomes on the DCJS website. Because peréoaui@omes
can change every year, but it would take two years on average to change thguataition, this
regulatory change is likely to provide the benefit of clarity to inteceparties.

DCJS reports that individuals who are interested in pursuing careers 1as ¢alet
security officers or civil process officers are subject to the traim@ggirements in these
proposed regulations.
